URGES STRESS ON HIGH 
VALUE OF DEMOCRACY 


Compton Says Americans 
Need Stronger Vision of Aim 
to Combat Communism. 


Chancellor Arthur H. Compton 
of Washington University urged 
expending every effort to ‘make 
Americans aware of the high 
value of their democracy, as com- 
pared with Russian Communism, 
in a talk at the Missouri Athletic 
Club last night. 

Speaking at the tenth anniver- 
sary dinner of the Industrial 
Press Association of Greater St. 
Louis, a trade -group, he declared 
that the present struggle with the 
Soviet Union is not wholly de- 
pendent upon American manufac- 
ture of better atomic bombs. 
“The Russians,” he said, “are a 
vital, moving force that must be 
reckoned with because they be- 
lieve in what they are doing. To 
defeat their aims, we Americans 
must have a stronger vision of 
our aim and the aim of our demo- 
cratic way of life.” 

The “American dream,” he said, 
is a vision of a social order “in 
which each individual person in 
it can attain the fullest stature to 
which he is innately capable.” 
The Communist, on the other 
hand, prefers to subvert all indi- 
vidual personality to the dicta- 
torship of the state, a philosophy 
he described as directly tontrary 
to the’ democratic goal. 
1 
a living m grow in 
our minds and be imparted from 
one to another. If it does not 
grow, it will die. But it can be 
spread, making use of all our edu- 
cational facilities, including 
schools, churches and the home. 
“Moreover, all our efforts 
should be strained in that direc- 
tion, for it leads to the vision oi 
the free individual, working | 
peacefully for himself, his fellows 
and his God: What more can we 
ask?” 

He noted, however, that one of 
the “tragedies of education” in 
this country as it became a uni- 
versal institution was “that for 
compelling political reasons” it 
was forced to avoid sectarianism. 
“The easiest way to do this, of 
course, was to avoid religion,” he 
said. “This has made it difficult 
for us to let our young people 
know the true basis of life, the 
service of our fellows and the 
service of God. Nevertheless, it 
is a problem with which we are 
wrestling. 

“And so long as our goal is 
clear, each type of educational in- 
stitution, in its own way, will find 
a method to go ahead and solve 
this problem.”

The key to the entire atomic 
energy program is this material, 
explained Bacher, director of 
Caltech’s Harmon Bridge physics 
laboratory.

Knowland on Appeasement 
Which is more important—to keep the Chinese 
Communists out of the United Nations, or to get 
the UN machinery functioning again? 
That is the question which underlies Senator 
Knowland’s intemperate attack on the peace 
mission of Trygve Lie, UN secretary general. 


The California Senator brands Mr. Lie a “par- 


tisan” of Russia, and denounces his effort to 
solve the China deadlock as “appeasement.” 

For months the vital organs of the UN have 
been paralyzed because Russia refuses to sit so 
long as China is represented by Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Government. The Russian walkout is ille- 
gal and indefensible; no question about that. It 
offers another sample of the bull-headed ob- 
structionism which has done so much to dis- 
sipate patience with Russia all over the world. 

Much as Soviet tactics are to be deplored, 
however, it remains a fact, as Mr. Lie said in 
London, unless the China deadlock is 
settled this year the UN may be wrecked. 

It is also a fact that American interests will 
not be served by the wrecking of the UN, even 
if final responsibility for that unhappy event 
should rest on Russia. 3 

While our Government has withheld recogni- 
tion of Communist China, and has refused to 
vote for the seating of Red delegates in the 
UN, it has been the American position that 
whenever seven members of the Security Coun- 
cil voted to accept Red China, we would not 
invoke the veto. 

That is a sound position. If Mr. Lie can per- 
suade two other members of the Council to join 
the five which have already recognized Peiping, 
the United States ought not to throw monkey 
wrenches. Evidently as a result of Mr. Lie’s 
mission, Britain's Foreign Secretary Bevin has 
declared in favor of seating the Chinese Com- 
munists, and the word in Paris is that France 
would raise no barriers. 

Senator Knowland may call this “appease- 
ment” if he insists, but so long as it does not 
involve the forced surrender of our own position 
others will prefer to describe it as a practical 
means of getting the UN functioning again..

The New Statesman and ‘Nation believes the 
test will come fairly soon. The interesting 
point about this is that an early election will 
be a disappointment to a considerable faction of 
the Conservative party. But definitely this 
group does not include Winston Churchill 

Anthony Eden and other top Conservative 
strategists have been eager to make life easy 
for Mr. Attlee. They felt not only that it was 
a patriotic duty to let the Government have a 
rather long period for unspectacular but useful 
work, but also that the Labor party was bound 
to loose strength if forced to work long under 
the restraints imposed by its narrow margin of 
control. 

Not so Mr. Churchill. Quite obviously, he 
would like to be Prime Minister once more. And 
he has no time to waste. Also, he believes that 
the Opposition’s business is to oppose. So he 
has zestfully precipitated one tegt after another 
in Commons. This suits his fighting spirit, and 
it is relished by the younger members of his 
party. The result is that the Labor party, in- 
stead of following a quiet, unaggressive policy, 
is being forced into action.

After an absence of two years, 
during which time the harness 
horses raced at Fairmount Park, 
the thoroughbreds will again take 
over tomorrow night, when the 
30-day spring meeting gets under 
way with an eight-race program. 
Post time for the first race is 8:30 


p.m. 

This Fairmount meeting will be 
a test for the “sport of kings” in 
more ways than one. First it will 
show whether the fans will take 
to night racing in the way they 
did to night baseball. In the sec- 
ond, it will decide whether St. 
Louis area fans will support a 
major meeting. 

The meeting, during which 20 
of the 30 programs will be at 
night, will be the first under 
these conditions on a one-mile 
track. Others have been at- 
tempted on half-milers, while last 
fall a couple of races were held 
with the lights turned on at 
Sportsman’s Park, Chicago. 

Thus horsemen throughout the 
country will be watching with in- 
terest. Success means that the 
Fairmount management will be 
able to get a better class of horses 
with a resultant increase in 
purses. For the first night meet- 
ing, minimum purses will be $800, 
with $1500 as tops. At Fair- 
mount’s last running meet which 
closed Oct. 4, 1947, minimum 
purses were $700. 

Best None Too Good. 

“We want to give St. Louis dis- 
trict fans the best racing pos- 
sible,” said General Manager E. 
C. Moon. “If the owners co- 
operate and send a better class of 
horses, we'll go along by increas- 
ing the purse ante.” 

Fairmount first opened its gates 
in the fall of 1925, when the late 
Col. Matt Winn, C. Bruce Head 
and others began operations. For 
the next three years, there was 
the $25,000 Fairmount Derby. 
However, the owners failed to 
make a go of it. Then the Dan- 
durand-Cattaranich-Eddy combine 
took over and tried until 1947,

Cake as well as pie may be 
made with apples, cookery scien- 
tists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture remind house- 
wives. Spicy applesauce cake was 
one of the favorite recipes -of 
grandmother's day and still is a 
simple, inexpensive cake for fam- 
ily desserts at apple season. The 
sauce furnishes the liquid for the 
mixture as well as its own distinct 
flavor, and helps keep the cake 
from drying out. 

' Applesauce Cake. 

One-half cup fat. 

One cup sugar. 

egg. Pe 

One cup smooth, unsweetened 
applesauce. 

Two cups sifted, all-purpose 
flour. 

One-half teaspoon baking soda. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-half teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-fourth teaspoon nutmeg. 

One-half teaspoon cloves, « , 

Cream fat, sugar and spices to- 
gether. Add the beaten egg, then 
the applesauce. Sift flour with 
soda, salt and baking powder and 
add to the liquid mixture. Beat 
well and pour into a greased pan 
preferably nine by two inches 
in size. Bake in a moderate oven 
(325 to 350) for 40 to 45 minutes. 

Dutch Apple Cake. 

This may be used as a sweet hot 
bread for breakfast or lunch, or 
as a simple dessert for dinner. It 
is less expensive than standard 
cake because it uses less fat and 
sugar. 

One and one-half sifted, all pur- 
pose flour. 

One-third cup sugar. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

Three-fourths teaspoon salt. 

One-third cup fat. 

One egg, beaten. 

One-half cup milk. 

Three medium-sized apples.

Two tablespoons table fat. 

Two tablespoons mild sirup. 

Sift together flour, three table- 
spoons of the sugar; baking pow- 
der and salt. Cut in the one-third 
cup fat with two knives or pastry 
blender. Combine egg and milk. 
Add to dry mixture. Mix to a soft 
dough. Spread dough in a shallow 
greased pan. Pare, core and slice 
apples. Place on dough in rows of 
overlapping slices. Mix remaining 
sugar with cinnamon. Sprinkle 
over apples. Dot with table fat. 
Bake in moderately hot oven (375 
degrees) 40 to 45 minutes. Re- 
move from oven and pour sirup 
over apple topping. 


Angel Rings. 
Cut a small bakery angel food 
cake crosswise into six rings. 
Spread rings with a mixture of 
one cup raspberry jam and one- 
half cup candied ginger, cut fine. 
Top each ring with a large scoop 
of cherry-vanilla ice cream. Blend 
remaining jam mixture with a 
little hot water to make a sauce 
and pour a spoonful over each 
portion. (One quart of the ice 
cream in bulk will serve six).

1. That co-ops pay the regu- 
lar corporation income tax rate 
on that part of their net 
earnings not distributed as 
dividends to their patrons. He 
said farmer co-ops are not now 
required to pay the corporate 
tax on such undistributed re- 
serves but the tax “is sup- 
posed to be paid by consumer 
co-ops.” 

2. Put the patronage divi- 
dends, paid to co-op customers, 
under the same 10 per cent divi- 
dend withholding tax that the 
Ways and Means Committee has 
proposed for corporation divi- 
dends. The withholding pro- 

does not increase tax ob- 
igations but is designed to 
show thé Treasury who gets 
the dividend payments and 
whether they are reported in in- 
come tax returns. Co-op divi- 
dends would be taxed as any 
other dividends, under Mason's 


roposal. 5

The House Armed Services

Outside Porches. 


EW things in this world have 

it quite as bad as outside 

porches. They get rained on, 
walked over, snowed on and in 
general have it bad. And to keep 
a porch even moderately happy 
requires a little attention on your 
part now and then.
